DvuBLin, Dec. 12.—It coming to the knowl- 
edge of Mr. Leamy, who was appointed editor 
of Untied Ireiand by Mr. Purnell, and other 
Parnellites, that an anti-Parnell edition of 
that paper would be issued to-day from the 
office of the Nation (T. D. Sullivan’s paper), 
steps were taken to secure aa injunction 
againet the Wation’s publisher. The ceurt 
granted the writ prayed for, restraining the 
publisher of the Nation from issuing 
the edition in question. Notwith- 
standing the issuance of the writ, the 
forbidden edition made its appearance 
this morning. It contains an article written 
by Mr. Bodkin, who was acting editor of the 
paper during the absence in the United States 
of Editor Wm, O’Brien, and who was deposed 
from his position by Mr. Parnell when he first 
seized the paper on Wednesday. The article 
is addressed In O’Brien’s name to every true — 
lover of Ireland the world over and delares 
that the sole alternative now is Parnell or 
home rule and that home rule is impossible 
under Parneli’s leadership. 

A Parnell edition of the paper was alse 
iesued from the regular office, No. 8 Lower 
Abbey street. It quotes a legal opinion justi- 
fying the seizures of the paper by Parnell, 

A wagon loaded with copies of the anti- 
Parnell edition ot United Ireland was driven 
to the Kings’ Bridge Raliway Station to-day, 
it being the intention to load them on a train 
for distribution in the South of Ireland. As 
the wagon drew up at the station, two wen, 
one of whom bad his face covered with a 
mask, and the other with a drawn revolver, 
sprang upoa the vebicie and compelied the. 
driver to proceed with bis load to the Island 
Bridge. When they arrived upon the bridge, 
the two men fiung all the papers into the 
Liffy River. 

GRATEFUL TO BALFOUR. 

The Westport Board of Poor Law Guardiaas 
have by a unanimous vote adopted a resolu- 
tlon declaring in the highest terms their ap- 
preciation ef the measures taken by Mr. 
Balfour to avert the effects of the famine in 
the western part of Ireland, and warmly 
eulogizing Mr. Balfour for his action. 

AN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT. 

An attempt was madeto seize a second 
wagon loaded with the papers which was 
standing at the entrance tothe depot, and it 
would have probably proved successful had 
not the police interfered to protect the driver.

As Wewed ia Lotden. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—The refusal of Bishop 
Brownrigg of Ossery to instruct the people of 
Kilkenny how to vote in the coming par- 
liamentary election there is taken by the 
Parnellites as indication that the manifesto of 
the higher prelates is to be allowed to be- — 
come a dead letter. The adherents of Mr. 
Parnell believe that the manifesto did not 
represent the personal feelings of the signers, 
but wasamere formal deciaration, made te 
satisfy the church rulers. Itis pointed out 
that though the higher clergy also condemned 
the Land League and several subsequent - 
Irish popular movements in formal terms, 
yet this action did not prevent the lesser 
clergy and many of the higher from lending 
their countenance, if not always their opes 
suppert, to those movements. Asimilar re- 
sult of the present attitude of the clerical 
body is looked for, with, of course, the 
difference that priests will follow their various 
personal preferences as to the factions, and 
remain neutral as to their official action.

HE FOUND ARSENIC. 


LUEDEKING’S OFFICIAL REPORT IN 
THE STIFPEL CASE. 


DR. 


Three-tenths Grain of Arsenic Discovered by 
the Chemical Analysis of the Body—The 
Report Submitted te the Corozner—tThe 
Case Still Indeflaite in Results, 


The most decisive phase of the investica- 
tion into the recent mysterious death of Dr. 
Julius R. Stiepel was reached to-day when Dr. 
Charlies Luedeking of Washington University 
made his report to Coroner Irwin of the result 
of the chemical analysis of the vital organs of 
the deceased physician. 

Following the sudden death of Dr. Stiepel, 
on the morning of Sunday, Nov. 30, after ap- 
parentiy having almost recovered from 
wounds received in a way as yet unexplained 
on Nov. 21, a post-mortem examination of the 
body was made by Deputy-Coroner Brennan 
and Dr. A. C. Bernays, at which a number of 
physicians, representing various insurance 
companies, were present. Nothing of a start- 
liag nature relative to the cause of death was 
developed bythe autopsy. As the possible 
presence of poison in the vital organs of the 
dead physician could only be determined by a 
chemical analysis, portions of those organs 
were delivered to Dr. Luedeking, whose rep- 
utation as an analyst in such cases is now 
world wide, he having made the chemical an- 
alysis of the Pody of OC. H. Preller, 
the victim in the famous Max- 
well murder case. Since that time 
Dr. Luedeking has been engaged in the 
most searching Investigation fer poison in 
the fragments of mortality submitted to him, 
and some days ago it was anzmounced that he 
had discovered traces of mineral polsoning 
which nécessitated an examination of por- 
tions of tne muscular system of the deceased 
before a complete report could be made. 
Nothing detinite could be given out at that 
time by Dr. Luedeking, but his report to 
Coroner Irwin this morning goes Into the de- 
tails of the examination. It reads as follows:

hundred and twenty-five (125) — I feuad 
arsenic in large quantities, viz:Neariy.3 grains 
metallic arsenic.

ON THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE. 

On the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange the 
Legion fight has a field of action that is being 
made splendid use of for campaign purposes. 
Probably two-thirds ofthe Exchange mem- 
bers are also members of the Legion of Honor, 
and the article on the reserve fund fight pub- 
lished In yesterday's POsT-IISPATCH was the 
cause of the fight’s ussuming more deter- 
mined shape than ever this morning, 
the discussion of ite various features being 
general awoneg the hundreds vf merebants 
who are intereste:! in the future of the order. 
It ise conceded without arvument that the 
omergency reserve tunad proposition is the 
most importuut measure that bas ever come 
before the Legion tof Honor, 
The two most promineat Logion members on 
the floor are Capt. Jamese P. Buchanan of 
the barge line and Mr. John Wahl of Joba 
Wahid Co., and the factthat both of these 
gentiemen are opposed to thefund idea is a 
fair indication of "Change sentiment on 
the quesiion. Irmdeed, so strong is the 
feellug op the floor in regard to 
the proposition that two members of 
the Legion, who bave been 
connected with {ft since its earliest days, 
stated this morning to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter thatonthe day the proposition was 
passed by the Supreme Counci! they would 
sever their conpection with the &t. Louis 
Legion of Honor. Such threats are said to 
be general in otver business and professional! 
circles, where the Legion has a strong foot- 
ing, and itis in that feeling that the great 
danger of the struggle is contained. 

A CHANGE OF THE FUND AMENDMENT. 

The fiaht of the rank and file against the 
establishment of a heavy reserve fund has, it 
ie said, already produced its eff:ct in causing 
a contemplated surrender of one of its 
features. In the original amendment intro- 
duced in the Supreme Council by KRepresenta- 
trve Henning W. Prentis it was provided that 
the fund, when created, should be in- 
vested in whole or in ~»part by the 
board ‘‘in Government bonds, registered, 
or in firet class real estate securities, or in 
beth, and the interest and gains accruing 
frotasuch investment shall be credited to 
said reserve fund and shail be re-invested as 
hereinbefore stated.’ The feature of the 

roposition allowing investment of the fund 
“ real estate has been bitterly assailed from 
the start, but it has been decided to obliterate 
that clause from the proposition. 
This, it is said, will do away with 
one of Past Supreme Chancellor Butier’s pet 
arguments to the fact that the establishment 
of a permanent fund of $100,000 or over would 
be a standing temptation to defaication or 
misuse of the fund. It is stated that with the 
fund invested entirely in municipal, State and 
Government bonds, registered in the nawe 
of the &t. Louls zion of Honor, and 
with a vote of 75 members of the 
Bupreme Council—or two-thirds’ majority 
of the body neowssary before 1 cent could be 
spent, the embegzziement of any part of the 
emergency fund would be an impossibility. 

THE EXTRA ASSESSMENT FEATURE. 

Another leading argument made against the 
fund proposition by Col. Butier, and used 
by all its opponents is that of 
the excessive taxation caused by the pian. 
This is etated by ite supporters to be buta 
trifle, the figures given being as follows: On 
a $1.00 assessment the fund would necessitate 
the payment of only Wcents extra, and on 
the ascending scale according to age of mem- 
bers the extra tax would ,be respectively 26, 
$1 and 41 cents on each assessment. 
Thies would give an average added cost 
to each assessment of about 80 cents, 
and with an average ef ten assessments per 
annum on 4,500 members would add $13,500 to 
the emerzency fund each year. The support- 


ere of the proposition meet the threats of | 


secessien from tne order, in the eventof its 
becoming a law with the confident statement 
that when the time comes, even should these 
defections from tbe ranks assume serious 

roportions, they would be more than offset 

y the vast influx of new and young bivod into 
the order, attractea by the guarantee of the 
atability ef the insurance offered by a Legion 
membership. They estate furiher in this con- 
nection that already the Legion, like every 
other fraternal order after ite firstgten years of 
existence, is suffering for inck of new 
biood and that with an inevitably 
increasing death rate, the burden on the older 
members of the order grows heavier and 
heavier year by yoar, owing to young men 
dropping away from the order. 

THE OXIGINAL FRATERNAL ORDER. 

Past Supreme Ubancelior Kstes vigorously 
denies that the emergency fund idea is in 
opposition to the original principles upon 
which the Legion of Honor is founded, and 
eays there is nothing in the con- 
stitution of the order 
to such ~ system. The only

DAMAGBES FOR DEATH, 


The Case of Mre. Sallie Bhalicross Againps 
the Kansas City & Celorade Road. 


The case of Mra. Sallie Shallcross against 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado Rail- 
way, for damages for the killing of the 
plaintiff’s husband, consumed three days in 
the United States Circuit Court and was given 
to the jury atthe endof thie morning’s ses- 
sion. Mr. Shallcross was conductor inthe 
employ ofthe c mpany and was kilied in a 


wreck a few miles east of Clayton on May 12. 
There wus some interesting testimony as 
exch step in the case was bitterly fought. 
Railroad Commissioner T. J. Hennessey was 
a witness. Mr. Hennessey said the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners received a 
complaint from St. Louis County men who 
patronized the road that the road was 
in an unsafe condition, and he prom- 
ised to give them ai bearing when 
he came to &t. Louis. On his next visit which 
was on May 15—three days after the wreck— 
he met General Superintendent Emerson of 
the railroad by appointment, and went over 
the railroad from Forsythe Junction, just 
west of Forest Park to endof theline ona 
band car worked by three laborers. From 
this examination he was of the opinion that 
the road was in asafe condition. He did not 
see any‘‘shins’’ or blocks of wood between the 
ties and the rall though one witness testified 
that there were as mauy as twelve shins in 
one place. The road hasamudbed and Mr, 
Hennessey thought that shins should ve used 
atsome seasons of the year, as they were 
better than nothing. He examined the wreck 
in which Shalicross was killed and thought 
the track was reasonably safe at that point 
and at all other points. The handcar on 
which the Commissioner and &uperintendent 
were riding reached Creve Ca@ur Luke be- 
tween ) and 1:30 0’clock and had dinner. Mr. 
Hennessey wus asked if he had dinner with 
Mr. Kmerson.

One of the witnesses whose tes- 
timony was contradictory was the fireman 
Greifield. He eaid on the trial that be did not 
remember to huve ever having testified 
before the Coroner at all. He was hurt 
about the head in the wreck. When 
Dr. Carter was on the stand, Dr. Parker for 
the railroad company asked him if be could 
say that Greifield was conscious when he was 
giving his testimony. The doctor could not 
sey. Heremembered that the man testified. 
He identified the record of the testimony and 
was positive thatthe testimony he took was 
correctly recorded, but admitted that 
not taken all of it. He had 
set another nan to work taking 
testimony while be went wandering about in 
search of evidence. Pressed for an expres- 
sion of opinion on ,the question was it not 
probable that a waninjured as Greifield bad 
been could go about for several days obliv- 
jousto and unconscious of that which was 
going on about bim, the doctor said he did 
not know. 

The jury this afternoon returned a verdict 
for the plaintiff and wave the maximum dam- 
ages under the State iaw, $5,000.

DFPOT SITE 


A SOLUTION OF THE UNION 
PROBLF M. 


Kinlech Park, a Tract of 300 Acres, Seld 
for $60,000—Prespects fer an Electric 
Read Over the Narrow.Gauge Route 
Stimulate the Sale — Ashland Park As- 
sociation—Sales of the Day. 


A novel solution of the Union Depot site 
problem is sugested by property owners di- 
rectly interested in the matter. Their plan 
has been critically inspected by one of the 
most competent engineers in the oity, and he 
says that he will stake his reputation upon 
the feasibility and practicability of the idea. 

The great and almost unazimous demsnd is 
for the city to vacate such streets as are 
wanted for depot purposes, providing that 
Clark avenue, which runs through the chosen 
site, may be kept open for public use. Some 
engineers of accredited merit have said that 
this cannot be done, except at a price 
equivalent to prohibition. Possibly they 
have not considered the latest 
idea advanced by the property owners. The 
depot is to be built on Market street, between 
Eighteenth and Twenty-first streets, extend- 
ing south of Randolph street to the railway 
tracks. Nextsouth of Market comes Walnut 
street, then Eugenia and next toe that Clark 
avenue. This is the street above all 
others which the publie wants to 
retain use of. All the others may be 
vacated with practically no objection 
but property owners and citizens generally 


insiet that Vlark avenue must be kept open. 
Parties who have given this all importent 
matter much consideration say that the dis- 
tance from the south side of Market street to 
the north jiine of Clark avenue, 
over private premises and streets 
and alleys, is 974 feet. This is nearly 
1,000 feet north and south, space and length 
enough, it is contended, forall bullding pur- 
poses. This presumption is based upon the 
idea that the depot building proper need not 
be over 900 feetiong. Toobtain this amount 
of viear space south of Market street, it is 
proposed to vacate Clark avenue, with 
the other streets, west from its inter- 
section with Eighteenth street over to 
‘lwenty-first street. Then re-establish Olark 
avenue on a direct line east from its present 
intersection with Twenty-first street to the 
Eighteenth street bridge. Sucha pian would 
putthe proposed Clark avenue between the 
points named fully 100 feet south of that sec- 
tion of Clark avenue as at resent 
located. The proposed re-iocation of Clark 
avenue ie to be bridged. At 
the east end of the viaduct or suggested 
bridge there would be no approaches, as it 
could be buliltintoand made a part of the 
present bridge at Eighteenth street. No dam- 
age to property, it is claimed, could result 
from that pian, and it is just as practical 
for one bridge to land upon 
another, provided with good easy 
approaches, as it is to build approaches. 
There is no good reason advaneed why the 
appreach to the Eighteenth street bridge 
coula not alse be used for the Olark avenue 
bridge. A connection of the two super- 
structures would be south of the approach 
line to the Eighteenth street 
bridge, so that the entry from 
one bridge to the other could be 
made on a dead level. At the west end of 
the Ciark avenue bridge, where it would in- 
tersect Twenty-first street, the igrade of the 
street is eighteen feet above the rail- 
tracks, as they are now sit. 
Presuming that twenty-eight feet 
needed for a clear headway, and 
that it was not feasabie to lower the tracks 
from one to five feet, the anpproaehat the 
west end of the bridge would only be ten feet 
bigh. This, of course, would be some detri- 
mentto abutting property, but the damage 
would be so slight, compared with the bene- 
fite obtained, shore oughtto be no objections 
to paying for the depreciation.

THE NEW CITY HALL 


UNSUITABLE STONE FOR THR FOUNDATIONS 
MUST BE RFMOVED. 


Everythieg Furnished for the New Building 

Must Be Accordieg to Specification—The 

Ferest Park Privileges— The Story of 
Sprinkliag Aflairs—B. P. I. Meeting. 


Things are not going right at the new City 
Hall and, as is usual with a contract for public 
work, a great deai of compromising and 
smoothing over is being done on all sides. 
The diversity of interests and the influential 
standing of the contractors are all vonsidered. 
In the present case so many elements have 
been brought into the affair that it is hard to 
tell who is doing what. Thecity hasa piais, 
straightforward contract for masonry work 
with Hill & O’Meara. There can be no mis- 
taking the terms of it, and tne intention of it 
is as plain asthe terms. In spite of this they 
succeeded in working around and avoiding 
the issue. 

The facts In the case are very simple. The 
contract calls for a certain size and quality of 
stone. The contractors have delivered at the 
site of the new City Hallaquantity of stone 
which fn no way conforms with the specifica- 
tions. That they intended to use this stone 
is evident from the fact that they bad it de- 
livered there with the rest. Now they say 
they will take it away, which is an adilssion 
On their part that it was not what was wanted. 

For two weeks the city officials have seen 
this stone being delivered and said nothing 
until it reached a point where it was utterly 
impossible to overlook it, Then in the most 
apologetic manner the contractors are asked 
to please change it a littie and take outa 
little of the work done and replace it with 
better material. The thing is done 


in a round-about way. The superintendent 
paid by the city mildly protests, but as. his 
authority is very uncertain he cannot stop 
anything. Then the president of the board is 
inclined to takea band, but decides that it is 
the architect’s business. It happens, bhow- 
ever, thatthe moving spirit of the firm of 
architects in charge is sick at his home in St. 
Joseph, and he can’t take a hand. 
Finally the superintendent employed 
b the architects stops the work. 

e had a written notice to the effect that the 
stone was not up to specifications. It was 
shown to the President of the board who said 
it was all right. Whether this notice was 
ever delivered is not known officially at the 
City Hall. All sorts of apologies are being 
madefor the contractors, and the officiais 
seem inciined to look upon him as an injured

For Relieving Distress Amongthe Natives 
ef Northwestern Alaska, 


Sam FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.—Capt. <A. M. 
Healy of tne Revenue Cutter Bear, in conneo- 
tlon with Dr. Shelden Jackson, United 
States Commissioner of Education for Alaska, 
who has been in Alaska recently on the Bear, 
intends at an early date to forwird a communu- 
nication to the Washington authorities in re- 
gardtothe condition of the Esquimaux in 


Northwestern Alaska. He will point out that 
the Esquimaux there are suffering great hard- 
sip, and in some cases, bordering 
on starvation, owing to the 
scarcity of deer and particularly oa 
account of the entire failure of the hunt dur- 
ing the past autumn.

GOVERNMENT BY CAUCUS FDICT. 

In pressing the force bill through to its 
passage in accordance with the dictates of 
a party caucus, Senator Hvar deprecates 
discussion and protests against speeches 
as a useless waste of time. He wants to 
put it through by the same process 
adopted by Reep and McKIn gy in the 
Hovuse—the party lash and the gag rule. 
He insists that no speech will change a 
single vote and that to stop ‘‘obstructive”’ 
arguments against the bill the Senate 
should change its rules and enable REED 
to thank God that it, too, had ceased to be 
a deliberative body. 

The recent elections have shown that 
the press and the people constitute a great 
deliberative body which cannot be gagged 
or yoted by any caucus of Senators or 
party leaders, and that the ostrich-like 
policy of formulating measures in secret 
caucuses and refusing to hear objections 
to them, is midsummer madness on the 
part of party leaders. That it is criminal 
on the part of legislators who have un- 
dertaken to discharge the solemn and re- 
sponsible duties of statesmen, has been 
manifested in the most congpicuous man- 
ner. 

The force bill as it came from a Repub- 
lican House did not suit the Senate Re- 
publicans, and they remodeled it in 
caucus. Yet even while Senator Hoar 
was ovjecting to speeches on it as un- 
availing, one of those speeches (Senator 
Gray’s) called his attention to one feat- 
ure of the bill which Hoar and other 
Republican Senators immediately said 
should be stricken out before they would 
vote for it. Within a few weeks after 
signing the McKinley bill President Har- 
RISON discovered something bad in it 
which had before escaped his notice and 
in his message asked Congress to rectify 
it. Imgthat bill McKrniey himself and 
others of its supporters have discovered 
defects which they now propose to amend 
and which they might have discovered 
and amended before passing it, ifthey had 
permitted free discussion of it and free 
action on it in the House. 

No other measure of equal importance 
was ever passed with so little pretense of 
debate in Congress, and no other was ever 
more thoroughly and fatally debated out- 
side of Congress. Itis full of conflicting 
provisions, which puzzle business men 
and Custom-house officers. It has dis- 
turbed business more seriously than any 
other tariff bill ever did. It has ruined 
some of those who expected most from it. 
It has disappointed some of its most in- 
fatuated supporters by its operation, and 
ithas brought on the party responsible 
for it a defeat unprecedented in American 
politics. 

This ought to teach Mr. Hoar and oth- 
ers that caucus legislation without debate 
and one-sided party government by gag 
rules and bayonet élections are fot only 
intolerable but impossible in this coun- 
try.

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SHOT BY A MINER. 


A Desperate Fight Between Strik- 
ing and Working Miners 
at Monagh, Va. 


Jason Hall, Master Workman of 
the Miners’ Assembly, 
Killed.

CINOINNATI, O., Dec. 12.—A telegram from 
Monagh, W. Va., says the situation among 
the striking miners is becoming more serious 
hourly. Late last night a desperate fight 
occurred, in which Jason Hall, Master 
Workman of the Miners’ Assembly, was 
shot and instantly killed. Hall had gone 
with a number of strikers to persuade a 
party of men to leave their work. They re- 
fused to do so and the strigers assaulted 
them. About thirty men were encaged in the 
fight. Hall was shot through the beart by a 
man named Jinkxins, who escaped, but hun- 
dreds of miners are leoking for him. He will 
be lynched if caught. There is no prospect of 
a settlement of the troudles soon. 


Blancbard Hanrnged. 


SHERBROOKE, Quebec, Dec. 123.—William 
Wallace Blanchard was hatced here this 
moraing for the murder of Charlies A. Osikins 
on Nov. 18, 1889. The drop feli at 9:06% and at 
9:30 the jail surgeon annouaced him dead. 
The executioner was Radcliffe, who also 
hanged Birchall, and the whole proceeding 
was without an unpleasant incident. At 7 
o’clock this morning Fathers Le Febvre and 
Fissette, accompanied by a third priest, cele- 
brated high mass in the corridor on which the 
condemned man’s cell opened. Blanchard 
joined in the exercises with much fervor 
and when they were over expressed 
himself as thoroughly penitent and prepared 
todie. By@o’clock the approaches to the 
jaf were filling up and a few miuutes after. 
ward those who were to witness the execu- 
tion, tothe numberof sixty, filed into the 
yard. The gallows were erected under a 
woodshed and were of the usual type, with 
the same weight that did duty for Bircball. 
Soon the procession appeared, Sheriff Webb 
and Deputy Sheriff Witcher leading; then 
came the two priests with the doomed man 
between them, followed by the guards. 
Blanchard walked on to the scaffold caimly 
and firmly, kneit down beside a kneeling 
priest and was absolved. He arose and tura- 
ing to the crowd thanked all that had been 
kindjto bim and badethem all farewell. The 


executioner adjusted the cap and drew the 
cord. The weight fell and the victim rose 
into the airfour feet and dropped, turning 
half round. Scarcely a tremor was percepti- 
ble aud notasound was beard. Im one win- 
ute Dr. Austin felt the puise which was full 
and rapid. It decreased gradually and be- 
came hardly perceptibie, and in twenty-three 
minutes Blanchard was pronounced dead. 
The body was cut down, a post-mortem exam- 
ination made and death was found to have 
resuited from strangulation. The feeling here 
is that the execution of Bianchard was ipad- 
visable, asthe crime was not premeditated. 
He and a companion named Calkins had 
been drinking and quarreled about 
a boat. A souffie followed. Silancbard 
drew a revolver and shot Calkins in 
the head, from the effect of which he died. 
Blanchard was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree and sentenced to be banged. All 
the jurors memorialized the Department of 
Justice for clemency, but not even an answer 
was received. Yesterday the Member of 
Parliament from Sberbrooke sent an urgent 
message and received in reply frem the Miz. 
ister of Justice the following: 

**No commutation probabie.’’ 

Executioner Radcliffe will proceed from 
here to Weliand to officiate at the banging of 
Day next Thursday. 


A Terrible Tragedy.

certain price, but as Ives could rot make the 
ether payments Wade kept the road. 

D. H. Mackey, for the Mackey Sydicate, 
bought the property later, and the Big Four 
and Lake Shore people each pought one-third 
ofthe stock held by Mackey. Now the Big 
Four has tought Mackey’s third interest, 
and by so doing has secured absolute control 
of the property, owning two-thirds of the 
capital stock. This road will bea valuable 
addition tothe Big Four system. The deal 


wae closed last Wednesday, and several new 
directors were elected to take the place of 
Mackey men, and M.E. Ingalis was elected 
Presideat.

COURSE OF THE STOCK AND MONEY 
MAREET IN NEW YORK. 


@all Leaese Easily Obtained, but Time 
Meney Very Tight—Dissatisfaction With 
the Pystem of Clearing-House Kecei 
the Market Opens &treug, Follewed 
Blight Decline. 


. 
New YorK, Deo. 9. 
HILE prices of 
stocks on Wall 
street are better 
than many believed 
that they would be, 
there is more than 
one good chance 
thatasharp decline 
will take place, and 
the most hopeful 
scarcely venture to 
predict a bull move- 
ment inthe imme- 
diate future. Until 
time money is eb- 
tainable im consid- 
erable amounts 
nothing of the kind 
; is lookea for. In 
order to allew the bulis to operate effectually 
they must be able to borrow for some definite 
period and this is exactly what cannot be 
done at the present time. Money on call has, 
during the past few days, been cheap on Wall 
street, but time-money has not so much been 
@ear as it has been unebtainable. 
THE MONEY MARKET. 

This state of affairs leads to the conviction 
that the slight improvement in prices is due 
to artifictdl causes, and that there is no real 
stability in the market. The banks are doing 
everything in their pewer toaid Wali street, 
but it is a serious question how long this 
course of action will be persevered in. By 
their refusal to make time loans the banks are 
preventing the advance which they de- 
sire, and the course pursued by some of 
the best known brokers in the city 
in declining to purchase stocks for customers 
unless margins far larger in amount than is 
ordinarily demanded are deposited shows 
how uncertain the future of the market is be- 
lieved to be. Another discouraging feature 
of the situation is the dissatisfaction that is 
being felt amomg certain banks in reference 
to the Increase in the issue of clearing house 
certificates. Notafew banks that are mem- 
bers of the clearing house have not felt the 


pecuniary pressure severely. 
CLEARING HOUSE CERTIFICATES. 

Doing astrictiy commercial busimaess, they 
have had pienty of cashto meet the ordinary 
demands oftheir customers, aad felt that, 
not beioe involved in Wall street, that they 
meed make no change intheir usual mtehods 
of business. The issuasce of clearing bouse 
certificates has destroyed this. Oreditor 
banks iustead of receiving money in ex- 
change for money are given certificates. 
There is no doubt that these are 
perfectiy safe, but they arenot money and 
cannot be used to any great extent in making 
loans to customers. Thus banks amply sup- 
plied mich funds have bad their vauits de- 
pleted for the benefit of those that are in difi- 
culties, and their customers have suffered in 
being upabie to obtain the usual accommoda- 
tions. S80 much dissatisfaction has been 
aroused by this state of affairs that several 
banks bave withdrawn from the clearing- 
house in orderto keep their cash, and otbers 
may follow their example. The number of 
Clearing-house certificates now outstanding 
exceeds $16,000,000, and there is mo prospect 
that their issue will be dimnished. 

A BYARISH OUTLOOK. 

The course of ‘he street depends very largely 
on the commercial as distiaguished from the 
financial world. The fact that the largest 
print-works in the country, the largest 
thread-works, many of the anthracite coillier- 
jes and the Oliver Steel-works have shut 
down, ooupleda with many disastrous failures, 
have greatly discouraged tbe bulls and led to 
the belief that even lower prices are likely to 
prevail im the stock market. The feeling on 
the streetis emphatically bearish, although 
there is a great deal of bull talk. 

Duluth capitalists have decided to reorgan- 
ize the Bell and Eyster Bask which sus- 
pended two weeks ago. The new concern will 
bave a baif million capital of which over one 
balfis already taken against $100,000 for the 
old bank. t will De a national bank, A 
special from East Tawase, Mich., says: “the 
doors of J. W. Schnack’s Bank closed at noon 
yesterday.

Joint Committee on Immigratien. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Deco. 18.—Senator 
Squire, the chairman ofthe sub-committee of 
the Joint Committee on Immigration, which 
went to the Pacific Coast last month to inves- 


tigate the subject of the enforcement of the 
existing laws restricting Chinese immigration, 
returned tothe city last evening in advance 
of the other members of the committee, 
Speaking of the investigations of the sub- 
committee this morning, Mr. Squire said: 
**The committee took a great deal of valua- 
ble testimony on the Chinese question. We 
visited four cities in Washington, Portland in 
Oregon and San Franciscoin California. We 
learned that there was little complaint of 


border. buttbat there was a great deal of 
smuggling of Chinamen and opium over the 
Nortbern border. The testimony seemed tw 
show that this was dueto defects, not in the 
law, but In the adminstration of the 
law. In other words there is pot a sufficient 
force of men patrolling the Northern 
border and the Archipelago by which the 
Chinese find admittance on the water side. 
With an incrense in this force I think the 
present law willbe sufficient to accomplish 
allthat is intended. Another thing which we 
discovered in San Francisco wasthut it had 
been the custom to release on bail Chinamen

who were brought before United States Com- 


the United States under existing laws and 
that a large proportion or those 
released disappeared ana forfeited their 
bail. And of those who were remanded only 
5 per cent were returned to China. The testi- 
mony taken before the committee called at- 
tention to this condition of affairs,and I think 
it will find its own remedy. If this is accom- 
plisbed, the committee will have been more 
than repaid for its work.’’ 

The other members of the committee will 
return to Washington ina fewdays. The re- 
port of the committee will not be presented 
to Congress until January or February.

The fire origtn- 
ated in the grocery store at 2:45 o’ciock, 
occupants Baving pDarely time to escupe with 
their tives. How the fire originated is not 
positively known, though spontaneous com- 
Dbustion is supposed to have been the cause. 
Two frame bulidings adjoining, and owned 
by Mir. Schrovroer, were «liso damaged. The 
one nearest the brick buliding, occupied as a 
vegetable stand by Fred Cassens, was torn 
downto prevent the fire from spreading. 
The other was slightiy damaged by water and 
sparks. Mr. Schroeder estimates his loss at 
$16,000— $8,000 on the brick buliding, $5,000 on 
stock, $2,000 on household goods and 
$1,000 on the frame buildings. Leon- 
ard Lehman. a clerk, lost books and clothing 
worth $1,000. Johne Halland John Gain, also 
clerks, lost clothing and books worth $500. 
Cassen’s stock wee damaged tu the extent of 
$300. Fred Schwab had a butcher shop in one 
of the frame buildings. His stock, worth §200, 
was ruined by waterand broken glass. Mr. 
Schroeder's loss is almost wholly covered by 
Iinsurancé.

A Most Remarkable Specimen of 
Antique Pottery Removed From 


the Bed of Ages. 


An antique relic of a peculiar 
race of people who once inhabited 
portions of the Great’ American 
Bottom, was unearthed yesterday 
by a force of laborers, and is now 
receiving the attention of a party 
of scientific gentlemen of this 
city. 

This is tndoubtedly the rarest 
of all the numerous relics ever 
found over there. It is a piece of 
pottery, evidently intended for a 
water vessel; the design is crude, 
though not without pretensions to 
art, for the vase has wings, fash- 
ioned aiter the pinions of a hawk, 
and the body of a wolf resting 
upon the legs and paws of a bear. 

This remarkable piece of pot- 
tery was dug up out of McCasland 
Boulevard, where contractors are 
now putting down an Electric 
Street Railway through the Den- 
verside Addition in East St. Louis, 
where there is more money to be 
made in buying ground, at $12 to 
$20 a foot, than anywhere else in 
the country.

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THE NOON HOUR VOTE. 


WHY THE SCHOOL BOAFD HAS ORDERED 
THE VOTE 10 BE TAKEN AGAIN, 


The Children Said te Have Signed Their 
Parents’ Names at the Last Election— 
Bosley te Retire From the Board—Whliat 
Hie Hasto Bay About His Successor—The 
New Righ Scheol. 


The School Board has ordered another vote 
to be taken on the change ofthe poon hour, 
At the beginning of the present year the noon 
hour was shortened to one bour and the half 
hour saved between land 1:30 o’clock was 
taken off the end of the session so that school 
was dismissed at3:15 o’cleck instead of 3:45. 
The change wes approved bythe principals 
and teachers, who have tostay at the schoo! all 
day, and who were naturally pleased that 
their working day was shortened, but the 
parents who lived some distance from the 
school their children attended objected to the 
change because they said that one hour was 
not enough time for the children to get home, 
eat their dinners aud return without eat- 
ing so burriedly as to endanger tbeir 
digestion. Besides, they did not care to have 
their children turned loose early in the after- 
noon. While they were 
being cared for and when they were released 
they ran the streets. That was one side of the 
question. Ono the othersidethe parents who 
lived near the school liked the change, be- 
cause they thought one hour was enough, and 
the poor people, who depend upon the older 
children to do a portion of the household 
work, were giad to get the extra bailf bour in 
theaafternoon. There would probably have 
been some official protests if the vote of the 
parents had not been called for, The teachers 
instructed the children to bring from their 
parents a note expressing their wish as to the 
noon bour, and the resultof the vote was a 
big majority in favor of one hour. Now, 
some of the directors say that 
that was not 4 representative vote, 


that many of the children forged the names 
of their parents. No proof of this has been 
offered; the mere assertion has been made, 
andawh lesaie and serious charge has been 
brought against many of the children simply 
because the vote did mot suit some of the 
directors. Having set this excellent exainple 
forthe children under their care, the board 
ordered another vote, and with the usual 
foresight of that body the election has been or- 
gered in the same manner as the first 
and no precautions have been taken to gaard 
against the election frauds charged against 
the children. If that charge is true the 
Board of the Public Schools is educating a 
splendid lot of ballot box stuffers, who in 
time may be clothed bythe State and sap- 
ported atpublic expense, but fortunately 
tor thechildren the fact that the charge was 
madein the board is no evidence of its truth. 

The teachers and principals favor one hour, 
and very paturally. They stay at the schoo! 
anyway and the change means that their day’s 
work hae been shortened an hour. They 
much prefer getting through at 8:15 to finish- 
ing at3:45, sotheir interest in the election is 
naturally very strong. it is said that the 
teachers are dvuing some quietand very neat 
campainging among the parents, and that in 
the vote which is about to be taken, their puil 
willcountforrotaliittie. The strongest ar- 
gument urged infayoref the change is the 
onereferred to above, vig: that the poor, 
whose children must «+ help their mothers in 
the household work, desire to have the ad- 
ditional haif hour.

The large increase in population in the 
Soutn west since the census of 1880, and the 
wonderful commercial and industrial devel- 


opment of the country are ares the 
attention of the North aad ast, 
and the demands of the people of 
Texas and Arkansas for a fast mali service 
cannot be refused muoh longer. The fast 
wnallfrom New York to Kansas City shortens 
the time from the East and trom &t. Louis 
considerably for certain points in the. South- 
west, but the great body of the State of Texas, 
and almost the whole of Arkansas, are ben. 
efited very littie, if any, by the present fast 
mall service. To reach the great army of 
business men of Arkansas and Texas, a fast 
wall train should be pat on the Iron Mouptein 
roud or the ’Friseco road and should be started 
from St. Louis upon the arrival of the New 
York fast mall, which reaches 8t. Louis at 1:40 
in the morning. The 'Frisco Line operates 
1,500 niles of road and connects with other 
roads which reach almost every portien of 
Indian Territory and Texas and a jiarge por- 
tion of Arkansas. The Iron Mountata road 
and its branches under one management have 
1,200 miftes and reach by their connections 
almost the whole of Arkansas, Texas and 
Louisiana, as also the Republic of Mexico. A 
fast mall on the Iron Méuntain road 
leaving St. Lonis at 3o’clock in the morning 
should reach Texarkana, Tex., by the mia-

BROKATE IS HOT, 


Ge Replies te the Statement of Dr. Reuif 
Cencernzning Him. 


Chrie Broxate, the City Meat Inspector and 
Recording Secretary of the Butchers’ Nationa! 
Protective Association of the United States 
of America, was very warm under the collar 
when seen by a Post- DISPATCH reporter this 
morning. This unusual heat was all caused 
by the statements made concerning him by 
Dr, Reuif, the Deputy State Veterinary Sur- 
geon, whieh were published in yesterday's 
edition of this paper. 

**Dr. Roulf says,’’ remarked Mr. Brokate, 
**that I had caused to be published two weeks 
ago & sensational report to the effect that 
thirty-two head of cattle afflicted with big 
aw were found at the East 8t. Louls National 

k Yards and that fourteen of them were 
kilied and eighteen were shipped to Chicago. 
He also says thatlam evidently ignorant of 
what has been done by the men wno control 
the Union Stoek Yards at Chicago and the Na- 
tional Stock Yards at East St. uls. In the 
fret place does this great Dr. Roulf know 
what he is talking about. He should 
have investigated the matter thoroughly be- 
fore making any such false, malicious state- 
ments. My official report in regard to those 
fifteen big-jawed cattle to which Dr. Rouif is 
referring to is on record and was properly re- 
ported te my superior officer, Health Oom- 
missioner Dudley. I respectfully recommend 
this Dr. Rouif to investigate this matter 
officially before he makes such bDiunders, as 
Iam not responsible for newspaper reports. 
Ide not know how the Union Stock Yards in 
Chicago and the Nationai Stock Yards in East 
St. Louls control big-jawed cattie, and care 
little to know; vut I do know that tnere is a 
law in ths State of Illinois, which governs the 
National Stock Yards, to the effect that big- 

awed cattle shailLe killed by the Live Stock 

nepector whenever found. Iknow further 
that those fifteen big-jawed cattle were not 
killed, but were allowed to be shipped to Chi- 
cago, and what guarantee has Dr. Rousif 
whether those vattle were used for tanking 
purposes, or for human food? I don’t believe 
that Dr. Roulf knew anything aboutthose big- 
jawed cattie until he read something about 
them inthe papers. In regard to Dr. Rouif’s 
advice to me about reading the ordinance, I 
politely intorm him that I know my duty 
under the ordinance better he 
does. It is a matter of that 
Gespite the vigilant observation (7) which 
this Deputy State Veterinarian, Anatole 
Roulf, claims he makes, every now and thena 
big-jaw seteer is kilicd. Not more than two 
weeks ago a big-jawed aaimal was killed here 
on this side oftheriver. The diseased jaw is 
now in the bands of a prominent doctor, who 
was to examine and lecture on it in one of our 
colleges. It is a great credit to Inspectors 
Mulhal and Fina to report those diseased an!i- 
maisto Dr. Rouif, butit would be a greater 
credit for him to find those animals himself, 
as be seemsto have power to «ill whenever 
he finds diseased cattie, while wecity meat 
inspectors only have power to condemns meat 
after it is siaughtered. In regardto being 
secretary of 8&t. Louis Butchers’ Union, lam 
pleased to inform Dr. Rouif that that state- 
ment is also false. But supposing | was their 
secretary, is it anything to him as long as I 
am doing my duty as Meat Inspector?’’

THE MERCANTILE OLUB’S P£TITION TO BE 
PRESENTED MONDAY. 


Mr. Chesbrough Thinks the Pennsylvania 
Road Will Do What Is Right—Aneother 
Remedy Suggested—Postmaster Harlow 
On the Novemen(—Evening pase at the 
Pest-Office, 


The petition to the Vandalia and Pennsylva- 
pia RKatliroad Cos, for better mail service 
between St. Louls and New York has been 
signed, sofar, by about two hundred mer- 
cantile firms and other business houses, in- 
cluding some ofthe largest wholesale estab- 
lishments and manutfactories ofthecity. The 
petition is atthe Mercantile Club House, on 
Locust between Seventh and Eighth streets, 
and an invitation is extended to al: business 
men, whether members of the club or not, to 
visitthe house and sign it. ‘‘We expect to 
present the petition inafew days,’’ said Mr. 
J.B. Case, President of the club,this morning, 
**perhaps next Monday, and in the mean 
time we should be giad to eet a 
large additionto the present list of signa- 
tures, and I wish you would say that business 
men wenerally are invited to come here end 
assist in the movement by signing the peti- 
tion. Lread your interview yesterday with 
Col. llillofthe Vandalia road auc am satis- 
fled that he will give us all the assistance in 
in his power. Although the trouble seema 
to lie with the PennsyivaaiaCo., we will prob- 
ably forward the petition to it through the 
officers of the Vandalia road, as that road

MR. CHESBROUGH HOPEFUL, 


Mr. J. M. Chesbrough, who tis at the head of 
the general passenger department of St. 
Louls, was seen this worning in regard to the 
movement, but he preferred not 
to express an Opinion as to what 
the Pennsylvania road should do to 
remedy the defect in the postal service com- 
plained of. Mleadid not like to recommend 
that the Penneylvania Co. put on an extra 


train from Indianapolis to Pittsburg, as that 
woe their business and not bis, but he would 
say, how@wer, thattbe Pennsylvania Co. had 
aliwaye heretofore shown a daisposition to 
comply with the wishes of the postal author- 
ities und the peoplefor better mall service, 
and be did not doubt thatthe petition in ques- 
tion would receive their most respectful at- 
tention and considcration. Several members 
of the Mercantiie Ciub bad spoken to biw in 
regard tothe tmaiter und he had promised 
them that if he received the petition he would 
eee thut it reached the proper officials of the 
Pennsylvania road. 

, A SUGGESTION. 

The only train now arriving in New York 
earlierthan 8 o’clock in the morning, the 
hour at which the St. Lou!s mall arrives 
there, eets in at 7:10, but is a slow train, leavy- 
ing Pittsburg 2 hours and 40 winutes ahead of 
the St. Louie mailtrain, The time of the lat- 
ter might be increased 80 as to catch the ear- 
lier train at Pittsburg, and that would obviate 
the mecesssity of putting om an extra train and 
would probably satisfy the merchants; al- 
though they would mucb owrefer to see the 
running time between Plitsburge and New 
York also ehortened, so as to bring the St. 

wail into the latter city by 6:30 

morning. The Chicago mail 

New York at 6 a. wm. over 

York Central road and the 

Gistanee is very little greater than that be- 

tween St. Louls and New York by the Van- 

Galia lines. The Chicaco mail is also made up 
later than the St. Louis mall. 

With regurd to sending tne St. Louis east- 
bound mali bythe 8 o'clock train instead of 
by the 7:30 train, Mr. Chesbrovugh did not 
think that that change could be made, for the 
reason that theirs o’clock train was aiready a 
very heavy one. ‘*‘Wecould not addtwo or 
three heavy mail cara to it,’’ said be, **for it 
is nowa heavy train. Ali of our through 
passengers Eust take that train, staying bere 
as long as possibie before leaving. For 
that reason we put no New York sieepers at 
allon the 7:30train, and no through passenger 
cars, the train being made almost exclusively 
of mall, express aud baggage cars. There are 
aliways twoand sowetimes thres great, long 
postal cars, two or three baggage cars, which 
make @ pretty big train of themselves. The 
only other care taken are a Cincinnati sleeper 
and aregular passenger coach. No, I don’t 
well see how we could take those postal care 
On the late train.’’ 

POSTMASTER HARLOW. 

*‘] am estisfied,’’ suid Postmaster Harlow 
to-day, ‘‘thatCol, Hill and all the Vandalia 
officials willgive us their assistance in this 
matter. Thetrouble, asl stated in my letter 
to the Mercantile Club, is in the long delay at 
Indianapolis andthe siow run from there to 
New York, for which, I take it, the Vandalia 
people are notresponsiblie. 

‘*There leone thing, however, which I do 
wish the Vandalia road would do, and that is 
to take all of our East-bound wali, or the bulk 
ofit, onthes o'clock train. There is such a 
rush here now every eveuing that we 
can’t handle the mail properly: It te 
impossibie to get it all off on the regular mall 
train at 7:30 o’ clock and 80 we bave to send 
the last of it In the baggayve car of the 8 
o'clock train, this train, as you know, catch- 
ing the first train at Indianapolie, or.at least, 
reaching there before it leaves for the East. 
Over three-fourths of the mail we receive for 
the night truins is collected between 5 and 7 
o’clock, and when ltell you that theré are 
2,500 pounds of letters alone you can see that 
the whole mail, including papers, circulars 
and postal cards, isenormous. And the work 
of sorting the letters and preparing them for 
the mall is no easy task, I assure you.’’ 

MR. SCHMIDT EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Gus A. Schmidt was bere called into 
Mr. Harlow’s room and the eystem of pre- 
> hea the mail forthe trains was explained. 

irst, the letters, postal cards and circulars 
are separated and put into three piles. Then 
they have to be set with the fronts facing the 
Same wayandthe addresses right side up. 
The stampers next get them and stamp then, 
the hour or time given on the postmark being 
changed every half hour. From the stamp- 
ers’ tables they wo to the distributors, who 
sort them according to States aud towns and 
postal routes. Some are to be tied in 
packages, each package being for 
H single town or distributing office 
in seme remote part of the United States, or 
perhbapsja foreign country, andthe others 
aro to be placed loosein pouches for postal 
care where the mail cierk distributes them. 
Then the pouching takesagood deal of 
time, as does also the locking of the pouches, 
undaquarer ofan houris allowedto send 
the pouches tothe Union Depot andto un- 
load the wagon there. 

QUICK WORK. 

In the middle of the afternoon when there is 
norueh, aletterfor Bellevilleer some otner 
suburban point may reach the postal car and 
be leaving the city within twenty minutes 
after it has reached the Post-office, but witha 
mountain of mail matcer ahead of it in the eve- 
Ding, aletter may be a couple of hours in 
making thesame tour. The last letters re- 
ceived are the last handled andthe last sent 
to the Union Depot and they almostinvariably 
miss the regular mailtrain East and have to 
be taken by the second train. 

Nearly allthbe banks and some of the large 
commercitai houses, notably the Simmons 
Hardware Co. and Nugents, assist in this pre- 
paratory work by setting up their letters and 
ussorting them by States, and by sepsrating 
their letters, postal cards and circulars into 
three classes before delivering them at 
the Post-ofiice, and such mail s#l- 
ways takes precedence of other 
mail in the final preparation for 
the wall bags. ‘‘Ther bring us their mall so 
arranged,’’ said Mr. Schmidt, ‘*that we have 
only to stamp it, distribute it and send it to 
the Union Depot, and, of course, it saves us a 
great deal of time Some of the houses assist 
furtber by classifying their letters, postal 
cards and circulars by States, and we would 
be giad if more of our business men would do 
so instead of dumping ali of their mati in @ 
confused mass into the letter boxes.’’ 

Mr. Harlow wae asked if he did not think 
that in case the time for closing the maile was 
extended haifan hour the business houses 
would not put off waliing their letters just 
that much, and he replied in the newative. 
** bey send their mail to the Post-office or 
letter-boxes,’’ sald he, ‘‘as soon as business 
hours are over, and would continue to do so 
even if given more time in which to mall their 
letters. The time of closing their business 
hours would not be 
quenee.’’

OLD ST. LUKE’S. 


The Bodies Baried tn a New York = 
Yard Being Removed. 


New York, Dec. 12.—Within a few days the 
last of the crumbled habitants of the crumD- 
ling vaults under the site of old 8t. Luke’s in 
Hudson street, willhave been brought up to 
the light once more for remova! to Woodlawn 
or Mt. Hope. There are seventy vaults 
crowded together in the church yard and un- 
der the chapel which was built not so very 


many years ago. All but four of these vaults 
have been opened—the four under the 
chapel. From thein over six hun- 
dred coffins have been lifted. The whole 
space of tne grave yard was not 
more than 100 feet long Dy 50 feet broad, which 
shows thow densely populated this Village 
was. The yauits wore all of the same pattern 
—an underground room, arched and walied 
with brick and as wide as the length of a tall 
man’s collin. Leading from this tothe surface 
was a stone stairway, covered atthe top with 
asriab. The church was built in 182] and the 
vaults were bulit atthe same time. On these 
sials appear the names of old New York fam- 
ilies, some of then’ now unrepresented and 
almost forgotten, and some remembered or 
having living representatives. The earliest 
date found on the plate of a coffin was 1823 and 
the latest 1882. But the burials were less and 
less frequent from the war time, and most of 
them antedate 1840. The largest number of 
bodies found in any vault was twenty—io that 
belonging to the Tenbroeck family. 

This was underthe floor ofthe chapel and 
wasemptied yesterday. In all the vaults the 
coffins were piled one on topof the other. 
There were coffins ofall kinds and materials. 
Strange to say those best preserved were the 
oldest. Someofthem had been in the damp- 
ness and mold for sixty-five years, yet they 
showed no trace of decay, the ashes of the 
younger coffins lying thick upen their un- 
moidered lids. These stanch cuffins were tor 
the most part of St. Domingo mahogany. 
Many ofthe coffiu-plates were of silver and 
sume were only a littie tarnished, while 
vthers were eaten away and had no trace of 
their original form. ‘ihe undertakers tell 
some strange things of the contents of these 
coffias. Of course, most of them have nothing 
but mouldered bones and ashes and a little 
hair. Where the plates are gone, the under- 
taker in charge has frequently marked 
‘*male’’ or ‘‘femaie’’ on the box witb the 
number of the vault from which it was taken. 
He bus been able to tell the men from the 
women bythehair. One old man came to 
look atthe remains of his departed reiatives. 
He tound the coffin containing his mother’s 
remains. It was opened and there lay her 
jong, shining hair, ubdisturbed and unin- 
jured. Hetooka lock ofthe hair and put it 
away in bis pocket. When,he reacbed bome 
and took it outit wag crumplea and broken 
and scarcely recognizable as hair. They 
came » upon the coftin of a clergy- 
mInan and they opened it. There 
he lay stretched outin bis silk surplice, the 
form of the body Velng th® same, only a little 
shrunk from whatit was fifty years ane when 
they put himaway. But ontof toe neck of 
the surplice camea skejeton head and neck. 
The silk was unchanged. 

Yesterday afternoon there” was a pile of the 
mabowany coffinsin the church yard with a 
tarpaulin thrown over it; so the coffinola 
child was unprotected. A little girl with red 
cheeks peered through the barsof the fence 
at this balf-concealed child’s coffin tora long 
time. Then she waixed around and came 
slowly up toit. She pulled away the tar- 
paulin and studied the plate closely. When 
she saw it was too tarnished to see the name 
she pulled the tarpaulin back so thatthe 
«coffin was entirely covered and then she went 
away.

DaYTon, O., Dec. 12.—The sensation of the 
day here is the dismisgg!l of Father R. A. Fin- 
nerty from the Sacred Heart Church. The 
Sacred Heart Church is located in a wealthy 
and fashionable partofthe city and is the 
handsomest structure of the kind hore. The 
members of this church are principaiiy 
weaithy society people. The Kev. Mr. Fin- 
nerty ise a young priest who took charge of the 


church about two years ago. He is highly 
educated, and was very popular with the 
members of his congregation. He took the 
pluce of a priest who left this city under 
a cloud. Kecentiy he took a handsome 
young woman, who had been confessing to 
him, totbe neighboring city of Richmond, 
Ind. It wastbe night of Noy. 4 They went 
to the Arlington Hote! and registered as RK, A. 
Rennper and @ife and were assigned to a room, 
Alterward he went down stairs and was recog- 
nized bytwo men, oneof whom notified the 
trustees of Sacred Heart Church. The trustees 
ofthe churce began an investigation of the 
affair atonce. The young woman was sent on 
West to Joliet, Ill., and Father Finnerty 
returned to Dayton. He aeked final- 
ly for three days’ tirne in 86 6wwhich 
to clear himself. The three days were 
given, but ltonly tightened the toils of evi- 
dence about bim. The trustees of the church 
had gone to Richmond and had taken the 
affidavits of the two men who bad identified 
tbe priest, and they also brought the leaf 
from the hote! register containing the name 
ot Kk. A. Renner, which was compared with 
the bandwriting here. Ile was asked to re- 
sign by the trustees bere orto denounce the 
story as untrue before his conyrexati.ea. He 
refused to do either, and the trustees took 
the case before Archbishop Elderof Cincin- 
nati. Here the evidence of Finnerty’s guilt 
was so strong that he was denounced and re- 
moved from the pastorate of the Dayton 
Church.

HE WILL PROBABLY SUCCKED ELEC: 
TIONEER IN THE STANFORD STUD. 


Reviews of Beth Grent Stallicas—Joseph D. 
“Lucas Purchases Broodmares at the 
Bruce Sale—Unsaticfactory Racing at 
Guattepburg—Talkative Reddy Gallagher 
Given His Coveted Chance to Fight— 
Sporting News. 


HEN the death of Le- 
land § Stanford’s great 
stallion occurred at the 
Palo Alto stock farm a 
short-time ago the ques- 
tion of what horse 
would succeed him at 
the head of the stud of 
this vast breeding es- 
tablishment naturally 
arose. On the subject 
the New York Tribune 
has the following to 
say: 
Palo Alto (2:12%) will 
probably teucceed his 
e distinguished sire, Elec- 
tioneer, asthe head of 

Senator Stanford’s stud. 

He is one of the finest- 
looking stallions in the world, a bay, 16 hands 
high, foaled on Feb. 15, 1882. His dam, 
Dame Winnie, is a thoroughbred, by 
Pianet, yet he is a natural trotter. 
As a 22-year-old he showed a public trial in 
2:28; as a4-year-old he started nine times, 
against aged horses, won eight races, taking a 
record 2:12%, gtarting ip five races and win- 
ning them all.

To bis get Eleo- 
tioneer imparted the most desirable qualities, 
soundness, high form, uniformly pure gait, ex- 
cellent disposition and extreme speed at 
an early age. He was breato mares repre- 
senting many tamilies, ana from all, his colts 
show his stamp. From running bred dame he 
sired eight trotters in the 2:30 list, and bis 
progeny so bred have as pure gaits amd aa 
sweet dispositions as those whose dams are 
strongly bred in trotting lines. His is a family 
of early maturity. On more than one occa- 
sion his get have held the best records at 1, 
2, 3and 4 years, and to-day have the honors 
for 2, 3and 4 years, while the yearling mark 
is beid by Norlaine, by ason of Electioneer.

Upon returning home Thurman found that a 
company doing business here, of which he Is 
a director, was to have a meeti last Tues- 
day and he atonce telegraphed Spalding that 
he would also be in New York. As the weet- 
ing was put off until to-day, at delayed com- 
ing. Thisexplains why be did not arrive as 
expected. Yesterday morning Mr. Thurman 
had a conference with Spalding at the latter’s 
Broadway store. In the afternoon several 
association magnates had a meeting at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, in Mr. 
Thurman’s room. There was considerable 
surprise to see Gen. Henry Brinker of tbe 
Rochester Club and George K. Frazier of the 
Svracuse Club, who were not expected, walk 
in. Mr. Thurman had sent them word to be 
here. William Barnie was also present, but 
Chris Von der Abe was not. 

The disposition of the Bochester, Syracuse 
and Joledo clubs was the business to be con- 
sidered first.
